1. Subject section of the proposed Dill of CIA provides that 
the Agency shall: 

"Pay the cost of preparation and transportation to their 
. former home in the continental United States or to a place no 
more distant, the remains of an officer or employee of the 
Agency who is a citizen of the United States and the members of 
his family who may die abroad or in travel status and the ordin- 
ary cost of interment.”

a. The basic statute in regard to the payment of preparation 
and transportation of the remains and effects of decedent" United 
States overseas employees is the Act of July 3, lyl|0. Public 
U o • 729, 76th Congress (J? U3CA 103 a and 0 ) * The Act provides, 
in the case of employees performing official duties in a foreign 
country, that the head ox the Agency is authorized under regula- 
tions prescribed by the President to pay from the available 
appropriation the "expense of preparing and transporting the 
remains" of an employee to his home or official station, or sues 
other place as the head of the department concerned s hall determine 
to be the appropriate place of interment. It further provides for 
the transportation expense of his dependents and states that the 
oenei.it s snail not be denied even though the deceased emplo yee 
was on temporary aosence from duty at the time of death.' Appro- 
priate regulations implementing the act were issued by the 
President in executive Order no. 8557* The Executive Order status 
in Part III, Section 5, that: 

"when an employee dies while*#*on assignment to a oost 


outside the United States, tee head of the deoartnent c, n- 
cerned shall pay the expenses of preparing the remains cf 
the decedent and of transporting the remains to the home or

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6(g). Whenever the Director and the Attorney 
General 3 hsll determine that the entry oi a. particu- 
lar alien into the United States for permanent resi- 
dence is in the interest of national security or 
essential to the furtherance of the national Intel- 
ligence mission, such alien and hl3 immediate family 
shall he given entry into the United States for 
permanent residence without regard to their inadmis- 
sibility under the immigration or any other laws and 
regulations , or to the failure to comply with such 
laws and regulations; PROVIDED, That the number of 
aliens and their immediate families entering the 
United States under the authority of this Seccion 
shall in no case exceed one hundred in any one 
calendar year.
